Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -52 and 56, drawn to methods of detecting bone morphogenic 
protein receptor-ll gene mutations, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

II. Claim 53, drawn to a method of preventing/treating FPPH using a nucleic 
acid, classified in class 514, subclass 44. 

III. Claim 55, drawn to a method of preventing/treating FPPH using a protein, 
classified in class 514, subclass 2. 

IV. Claims 57 and 59, drawn to methods of screening for a compound and 
obtaining a composition, classified in class 435, subclass 4.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation and different 
functions. The first invention involves diagnostic methods for detecting gene mutations; 
the second invention involves therapeutic treatment using a nucleic acid; the third 
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invention involves therapeutic treatment using a protein; the fourth invention involves 
screening for a compound; the fifth invention involves a transgenic animal that is not 
used in any of the methods. Thus, the search for each of the different inventions covers 
non-overlapping subject matter, and undue search burden on the Office would clearly 
occur in searching more than one group at the same time. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the 
search required for each of Groups l-V is not required for any of the other Groups, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
